Duplicity Is Charged —WI He Working

French Statesmen Are Alleged To

Washington, Nov. 29.—Information 
has reached the authorities here that 
France, while ostensibly engaged in 
negotiations 
with 
this 
government 
looking to the conclusion of a recipro­ 
city treaty, is taking steps to place a 
prohibitory tariff upon a number of ar­ 
ticles of American production. 
A report received at the state depart­ 
ment is to the effect that a bill is pend­ 
ing in the legislative assembly of 
France, which is being pushed toward 
passage, imposing a high duty upon 
certain products imported into France 
which will practically make that coun­ 
try a closed market so far as the United 
States is concerned. 
There is good 
reason to believe that the authorities 
will direct Ambassador Porter to make 
an earnest protest against the passage 
of the measure, and to explain where­ 
in its provisions if enforced would in­ 
jure the interests of the United States. 
It is possible that the consideration 
of this bill by the French assembly 
may have the effect of causing the au­
